2. ECONOMIC RELATIONS WITH DEVELOPING COUNTRIES: 

FUTURE PRIORITIES 

AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION OF 
THE UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY LAST MONTH, THE 
OECD MEMBER COUNTRIES SUBSCRIBED TO A RESOLUTION ON 
DEVELOPMENT AND INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION, 
WHICH WILL UNDOUBTEDLY CONSTITUTE AN IMPORTANT REFERENCE 
DOCUMENT FOR THE COMING INTERNATIONAL DISCUSSI 
NS. 

IT WOULD SEEM USEFUL FOR THE COMMITTEE TO ASSESS 
THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND THE SCOPE OF THE COMMIT- 
MENTS WHICH HAVE BEEN UNDERTAKEN BY THE INDUSTRIAL 
COUNTRIES. 

THE COMMITTEE MIGHT ALSO CONSIDER THE VARIOUS 
DATELINES WHICH WILL BE FALLING DUE IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
TIMETABLE, IN ORDER TO DETERMINE THE PRIORITIES AND 
RETAIN A GENERAL PICTURE OF A DISCUSSION PROCESS WHICH 
WILL BE PROCEEDING IN VARIOUS FORA. 

THE SECRETARY-GENERAL'S NOTE (CE(75)14) IS INTEN- 
DED TO CLARIFY THE DISCUSSION OF THIS ITEM ON THE 
AGENDA. 
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QUESTIONS RELATING TO THE PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
"DIALOGUE'' IN THE ORGANISATION WILL BE MORE SPECIFICALLY 
DISCUSSED UNDER ITEM 3. 

3. WORK OF THE ORGANIZATION WITH A VIEW TO THE "DIALO- 
GUE" AND ROLE OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IN SPECIAL 
SESSION 

1 . THE COMMITTEE WILL BE INFORMED OF THE STAGE 
REACHED WITH THE WORK IN PROGRESS OR PLANNED IN THE 
VARIOUS OECD BODIES, ON QUESTIONS LIABLE TO BE THE 
SUBJECT OF STUDIES BY THE COMMISSIONS TO BE ESTABLISHED 
AS THE FORA FOR THE "DIALOGUE". THIS INFORMATION, 
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WHICH IS INTENDED TO CLARIFY THE SUBSEQUENT DISCUSSIONS, 
WILL BE PROVIDED EIHER BY THE CHAIRMEN OF THE VARIOUS 
BODIES CONCERNED, OR FAILING THEM, BY THE SECRETARIAT. 

2. THE COMMITTEE MIGHT TAKE STOCK OF THE PROGRESS 
OF SUCH WORK AND, IN THE LIGHT OF THE COMMITTEE'S 
OWN CONCLUSIONS, IDENTIFY THE DIRECTIONS IT WOULD BE 
DESIRABLE FOR IT TO TAKE. WHERE APPROPRIATE, THE 

COMMITTEE MIGHT GIVE GUIDANCE AS TO PRIORITIES TO BE 
OBSERVED OR AS TO NEW QUESTIONS REQUIRING STUDY. 

THE COMMITTEE MIGHT ALSO CONSIDER THE INTER-RELA- 
TIONSHIPS BETWEEN THE QUESTIONS DEALT WITH BY THE 
VARIOUS GROUPS. SOME OVERLAPPING IN THIS RESPECT IS 
DOUBTLESS UNAVOIDABLE AND HERE WOULD BE NO POINT IN 
ENDEAV 

URING TO DEFINE THEIR RESPECTIVE SPHERES OF 
COMPETENCE WITH ABSOLUTE ACCURACY, SINCE THE SAME TOP- 
ICS CAN WITH ADVANTAGE BE CONSIDERED FROM DIFFERENT 
ANGLES. 

3. ON A MORE GENERAL PLANE, THE COMMITTEE MIGHT ENQUIRE 
INTO THE NEEDS OF MEMBER COUNTRIES IN PREPARING FOR THE 
"DIALOGUE ", AND THE WAYS IN WHICH THEY COULD BE MET. 

A PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT SUGGESTS THAT THE ARRANGE- 
MENTS TO BE MADE SHOULD MEET THE FOLLOWING OBJECTIVES: 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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- TO SUPPLY MEMBER COUNTRIES WITH ANY STUDIES 
OR DATA THEY MAY NEED, IN ORDER TO HAVE AN 
ESSENTIAL MINIMUM OF SHARED VIEWS AS TO THE TERMS 
IN WHICH QUESTIONS ARISE; 

- TO PROVIDE, IN LINE WITH THE PROGRESS OF WORK 

IN THE VARIOUS COMMISSIONS, FOR THE CONSULTATIONS 
WHICH ALL MEMBER COUNTRIES MAY NEED IN ORDER TO 
COMPARE THEIR POSITIONS AND, WHERE APPROPRIATE, TO 
HARMONIZE THEM SO AS TO STRENGTHEN THEIR POSITION 
IN THE DISCUSSIONS. IN PARTICULAR, IT SHOULD BE 
MADE POSSIBLE FOR MEMBER COUNTRIES WHICH WILL NOT 
BE TAKING PART IN THE "DIALOGUE" DISCUSSIONS TO 
SHARE IN THE PREPARATORY WORK AND TO BE KEPT 
INFORMED OF DEVELOPMENTS;

ENSURE THAT THE SOLUTIONS PROPOSED FOR THE 
VARIOUS PROBLEMS COVERED BY THE "DIALOGUE" FORM 
A COHERENT WHOLE. 
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4. THE BODIES NOW EXISTING WITHIN THE ORGANIZATION (THE 
IEA - THE TWO HIGH LEVEL GROUPS - THE TEMPORARY WORKING 
PARTY OF THE EPC) SHOULD MAKE IT POSSIBLE TO SATISFY 
THE FIRST TWO OBJECTIVES SET OUT ABOVE. AS REGARDS THE 
THIRD, IT WOULD SEEM THAT A SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITY FALLS 
ON THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IN SPECIAL SESSION, SINCE IT 
IS FOR THIS COMMITTEE TO PUT FORWARD AN OVERALL VIEW 
OF THE PROBLEMS OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION. 

IN THIS CONNECTION, AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS MIGHT BE 
HELD ON THE FOLLOWING: 

- THE ROLE OF THE COMMITTEE AS A FORUM WITHIN 

WHICH MEMBER COUNTRIES COULD BE INFORMED AT REGULAR 
INTERVALS OF THE PROGRESS OF WORK OF THE CONFERENCE 
AND THE VARIOUS COMMISSIONS, SO AS TO RETAIN AN 
OVERALL VIEW OF THE PROCEEDINGS; 

- THE ROLE OF THE COMMITTEE AS A BODY WITHIN 
WHICH THERE COULD BE WORKED OUT THE COMMON AND 
CONSISTENT VIEWS FOR WHICH A NEED MIGHT BE FELT 
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BEFORE AND DURING THE "DIALOGUE" OR IN THE CONTEXT 
OF FUTURE INTERNATIONAL DISCUSSIONS; 

- THE POSSIBILITY OF THE COMMITTEE ASSESSING THE 
IMPACT ON THE WORLD ECONOMY, AND FROM THE STAND- 
POINT OF ECONOMIC POLICY, OF THE MEASURES 
ENVISAGED. 

4. ORAL REPORT ON THE WORK OF THE COMMITTEE ON INTER 
NATIONAL INVESTMENT AND MULTINATIONAL ENTERPRISES 

IT MIGHT BE RECALLED THAT AS A RESULT OF THE 
CONCLUSIONS WHICH THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE HAS BEEN 
ABLE TO REACH AT ITS 8TH SPECIAL SESSION WITH REGARD 
TO THE ORGANISATION'S WORK ON ISSUES PERTAINING TO 
INTERNATIONAL INVESTMENT ENTERPRISES, A NEW COMMITTEE 
HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED. THIS COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL 
INVESTMENT AND MULTINATIONAL ENTERPRISES HAS, ACCORDING 
TO ITS MANDATE, TO COME FORWARD BEFORE THE END OF THIS 
YEAR WITH RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING ISSUES PERTAINING 
TO THE ACTIVITIES OF MULTINATIONAL ENTERPRISES ((I) 
IMPROVED EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION, (IT) IMPROVED AND 
HARMONISED STATISTICS, (III) UNIFORM STANDARDS OF 
BEHAVIOUR APPLICABLE TO THE ENTERPRISES, (IV) INTER- 
GOVERNMENTAL PROCEDURES FOR DEALING WITH POSSIBLE 
COMPLAINTS), AND ON THE OTHER HAND, CONCERNING THE 

ORGANISATION OF CONSULTATIONS ON THE ISSUES PERTAINING 
TO INTERNATIONAL INVESTMENT ((I) OFFICIAL INVESTMENT 
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INCENTIVES OR DISINCENTIVES, (II) NATIONAL TREATMENT 
FOR ENTERPRISES UNDER FOREIGN CONTROL). 

THIS PREPARATORY WORK WILL HAVE SOON REACHED A 
STAGE WHERE IT MIGHT BE APPROPRIATE THAT THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE IN SPECIAL SESSION TAKE STOCK OF THE RESULTS 
OF THE WORK ACHIEVED AND CONSIDERS APPROPRIATE FOLLOW- 
UP ACTION. 

UNDER THIS POINT OF THE AGENDA, THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE WILL HEAR AN ORAL REPORT BY THE CHAIRMAN OF 
THE IME COMMITTEE SETTING OUT THE RESULTS OF WORK 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ACHIEVED SO FAR IN THIS FIELD AND WILL HAVE AN OCCASION 
TO COMMENT ON ANY OUTSTANDING IROBLEM. 

5. REPORT ON THE STUDY CONCERNING TRENDS IN WORLD 
SUPP 

Y AND DEMAND FOR MAJOR AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES. 

THE COMMITTEE WILL RECALL THAT AT ITS INITIATIVE 
THE COUNCIL DECIDED ON 2ND APRIL, 1974, THAT A STUDY BE 
UNDERTAKEN UNDER THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL OF TRENDS IN WORLD SUPPLY AND DEMAND OF MAJOR 
AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES OVER THE NEXT 10 TO 15 YEARS. 
THE STUDY IS NOW BEING COMPLETED AND THE SECRETARY- 
GENERAL WILL MAKE PROPOSALS TO THE COUNCIL ON HOW THE 
REPORT SHOULD BE DEALT WITH WITHIN THE ORGANIZATION. 

THIS STUDY EXAMINES THE LIKELY TRENDS OVER THE 
NEXT 10 TO 15 YEARS BUT ALSO THE SITUATION WHICH IS 
LIKELY TO PREVAIL BETWEEN NOW AND THEN. IT THUS RAISES 
A NUMBER OF IMPORTANT POLICY ISSUES WITH WHICH MEMBER 
GOVERNMENTS ARE CONFRONTED AT PRESENT IN THE BROAD 
AREA OF FOOD AND AGRICULTURE AND WHICH WOULD NECESSI- 
TATE IN DEPTH DISCUSSIONS. THESE INCLUDE QUESTIONS 
RELATED TO AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION POLICIES OF MEMBER 
COUNTRIES; TO THE GROWING INSTABILITY AND UNCERTAINTY 
OF AGRICULTURAL COMMODITY MARKETS AND TO THE NEED TO 
ENSURE AN ORDERLY FUNCTIONING OF THESE MARKETS THROUGH 
APPROPRIATE MEASURES; TO THE NEED OF ASSISTING DEVELOP- 
ING COUNTRIES IN THEIR EFFORTS TO INCREASE FOOD PRO- 
DUCTION; TO THE NEED DURING AN INTERIM BUT RATHER LONG 
PERIOD OF PROVIDING FOOD AID. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IN SPECIAL SESSION MIGHT 
THUS AT A NEXT SESSION HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY OF DISCUSSING 
THE WHOLE RANGE OF INTER-RELATED QUESTIONS IN THIS 
BROAD AREA, BY PUTTING THE EMPHASIS ON THOSE TOPICS 
ON WHICH A COMMON VIEW OF OECD COUNTRIES IS NECESSARY 
AND POSSIBLE, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE VARIOUS DISCUSS- 
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IONS WHICH ARE TAKING PLACE AT A WORLDWIDE LEVEL. 

UNDER THIS POINT OF THE AGENDA, DELEGATES WILL BE 
INVITED TO GIVE GUIDANCE AS TO THE PROCEDURE TO BE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ADOPTED FOR EXAMINING THE REPORT AND DISCUSSING POSSIBLE 
FOLLOW-UP. END TEXT.
